“As Alberta strives to in¬ 
crease economic relations 
with the European Union, 
it must clearly demonstrate 
a strong commitment to de¬ 
veloping its energy 
resources in an environm¬ 
entally responsible way,” 
said Stelmach in a release. 

“Both jurisdictions recog¬ 
nize that technology, such 
as carbon capture and stor¬ 
age, will play a critical role 
in meeting the world’s 
clean energy demands.” 

Stelmach will meet busi¬ 
ness and political leaders, 
including the prime minis¬ 
ter for the Netherlands, on 
his trip that begins tomor¬ 
row, while session will be 
on a one-week recess.

Murder case on hold 

Filmmaker sees court in three weeks after evidence disclosure

A filmmaker accused of 
acting out a murder pulled 
from the pages of his 
recently penned 
psychological thriller will 
wait another three weeks 
before entering a 
courtroom. 

That will allow authori¬ 
ties enough time to give de¬ 
fence lawyers for Mark 
Twitchell a “massive” 
amount of disclosure evi¬ 
dence, Crown prosecutor 
Avril Herron said yesterday. 

Twitchell, 29, did not ap¬ 
pear in court yesterday 
morning as scheduled, but

was instead represented by 
a law student appearing on 
behalf of his lawyer, David 
Cunningham. 

Police allege that 
Twitchell lured 39-year-old 
Johnny Altinger to a Mill 
Woods garage on Oct. 10, as¬ 
suming the identity of a 
woman named “Jen” from 
an Internet dating site. 

Instead of meeting a 
woman for a first date, po¬ 


lice allege Altinger met the 
lead character in Twitchell’s 
latest film, about a killer 
who lures a man to a 
garage, ties him to a chair, 
and chops him to pieces. 

Though investigators 
have not found Altinger’s 
remains, they claim to have 
enough forensic evidence to 
convict Twitchell of first-de¬ 
gree murder. 

The amateur filmmaker 


rented the garage for film¬ 
ing his latest production 
“House of Cards.” Police re¬ 
cently seized the script. 

Weeks before his arrest, 
Twitchell compared himself 
to the lead character of a 
television show about a seri¬ 
al killer. His Facebook status 
read: Mark has way too 
much in common with Dex¬ 
ter Morgan. 

Police believe another 
man was chased from the 
garage by a man in a hockey 
mask two weeks before Al¬ 
tinger disappeared. On Sun¬ 
day, the alleged victim 
came forward and was in¬ 
terviewed by police.

Jury to start 
deliberations in 
triple-murder trial

TRIAL A group of 12 men 
and women are faced with 
deciding whether or not 
Dwayne Nelson shot and 
killed three people, injuring 
three others, at a nightclub 
just over two years ago. 

Court heard closing argu¬ 
ments in the triple-murder 
trial yesterday, in which 
Crown Prosecutor John 
Watson insisted Nelson ad¬ 
mitted to the crime only be¬ 
cause he was remorseful for 
accidently killing his friend, 
27-year-old Jacey Pinnock. 

“I’m a good guy, 1 just did¬ 
n’t mean for it to happen 
that way,” Nelson said in an 
interview with Det. Ernie 
Schreiber, who interviewed 
Nelson shortly after he was 
arrested at the Internation¬ 
al Airport, attempting to 
flee to Trinidad. 

Watson alleges Nelson, 
tiying to impress friends af¬ 
ter a fight broke out, walked 
into the Red Light Lounge 
Oct. 29, 2006 around 2:30 
a.m., and fired six shots into 
the crowd, killing three and 
injuring three others. 

The gun was never recov¬ 
ered. Nelson told investiga¬ 
tors he tossed it in a lake. 

The juiy is expected to 
start deliberations today.

The province is hoping to 
help dozens of homeless 
people in Edmonton by 
spending $757>000 to 
move them into a perma¬ 
nent and safe place to live, 
Housing Minister Yvonne 
Fritz said yesterday. 

The provincial govern¬ 
ment said it would fund a 
new rapid exit shelter pro¬ 
gram through a partnership 
with the Homeward Trust, 


Hope Mission and the 
Jasper Place Health and 
Wellness Centre. 

Bruce Wreith, a director 
with Hope Mission, says the 
program will help repeat 
clients who choose to stay 
in shelters on a regular ba¬ 
sis. 

“If people want to be 
housed, then we want to do 
everything possible to work 
along side them,” said Wrei¬ 
th. 

“We will talk to the land¬ 
lords, give them the fi¬ 
nances to pay for rent to get 


them settled in. But we 
won’t just leave them 
housed, we will continue to 
be a support.” 

Wreith says staff at Hope 
Mission hopes to help 80 
clients who “call the shelter 
home at a regular basis.” 

“This has made me live 
again,” said 42-year-old 


client Charles Guide who 
has lived in the streets since 
the early 1990s in Edmon¬ 
ton. 

Guide now has a place to 
call home through the new 
program. 

“They gave me a home 
and they interact with you 
and they ask you if you 


need help,” said Guide. 

Fritz says there are 11,000 
homeless people living in 
Alberta streets and the pro¬ 
gram is another important 
step in ending homeless¬ 
ness across the province. 

“Whatever their need is, 
there will be client support 
for them to assist them in 
overcoming whatever it is 
that is causing their home¬ 
lessness,” said Fritz.

alloween has 
come and gone, 

- but according 

to Newsweek, 
the venerable 
weekly magazine, there 
are horrors aplenty await¬ 
ing the unflappable Barack 
Obama on his first day in 
the White House. 

“Nightmare on Pennsyl¬ 
vania Avenue,” screams its 
headline over a dark, for¬ 
bidding cover. “Scary chal¬ 
lenges facing the new pres¬ 
ident ...” 

Inside, the sadistic editors 
offer a mirthless primer on 
the huge challenges facing 
the country’s new presi¬ 
dent. The list is sobering. 
Frightening, really. 


It is hard to know when a 
president has inherited a 
malaise worse than what 
Obama will face on January 
20, 2009. On that day, he 
will stand on the steps of 
the United States Capitol, 
take the oath of office, and 
claim the prize that he has 
pursued with such single- 
mindedness for the last 21 
feverish months. 

While he is the most lev¬ 
el-headed of people, a 
model of equanimity, Mr. 
Obama may permit him¬ 
self a moment of pause, 
doubt, or even buyer’s re¬ 
gret. He might also ask a 
few honest questions. 

Is this presidency not a di¬ 
minished prize? A poisoned 
chalice? Do 1 really want this? 


Am 1 not being set up to fail, a 
placeholder for a triumphant 
Republican in 2012? 

Perhaps, but unlikely. 
And although his campaign 
rhetoric was never pes¬ 
simistic — dour folks are 
not elected in America and 
dour presidents (like Jimmy 
Carter) are not re-elected — 
Mr. Obama knew the dan¬ 
gers. Indeed, he signalled 
the magnitude of the chal¬ 
lenge in his l 3 ^ical victory 
speech Tuesday night. 

At home, the economy is 
in its worst crisis since the 
Great Depression. The mar¬ 
kets are still falling. Ameri¬ 
cans are still losing their 
jobs and their homes. 

Most telling, they have 
lost confidence in their fi¬ 


nancial system. The deficit 
could reach US$1 trillion 
next year and the national 
debt $10 trillion. 

Abroad, America is fight¬ 
ing in Iraq, where things are 
improving, and in Afgha¬ 
nistan, where they are not. 
Oil isn’t US$150 a barrel any¬ 
more, but nor is it the $23 a 
barrel it was when George W. 
Bush took office in 2001. 

The war on terrorism con¬ 
tinues. The world gets 
warmer. Peace in the Middle 
East remains elusive. Iran 
and North Korea rattle their 
nuclear sabers. Russia is dan¬ 
gerously expansionist. 

And yet, in adversity, op¬ 
portunity. The best presidents 
— such as Abraham Lincoln 
and Franklin Roosevelt — ar¬ 
rived in times of crisis and 
succeeded brilliantly 

For President Obama, 
that should be of some 
comfort in January.

Obama's election brings thrill of hope 



What does having a black 
president mean to me? Af¬ 
ter a year of combing 
through Barack Obama 
and John McCain’s plans 
for change and finally cast¬ 
ing my vote, 1 reached a 
point this week when 1 
had to confront the reality 
of race. 

My earliest memory of 
race took place when 1 was 
five years old in my mostly 
white kindergarten class in 
Virginia. 

It was lunchtime and 1 
offered up my Fruit Roll-up 
in exchange for my best 
friend’s cookie as part of 
our daily snack swap ritu¬ 
al. “My mom told me I’m 
not allowed to swap snacks 
with you because you’re 
black,” she told me. 

“But I’m not black. I’m 
brown,” 1 replied. 

Later that day, my par¬ 
ents, who grew up during 
the days of segregation, ex¬ 
plained to me the meaning 
of discrimination and how

to rise above it. 

The second memory 
took place a year later, 
when a kid in my neigh¬ 
bourhood called me the 
“N” word. 1 responded by 
knocking him down with a 
punch (not exactly what 
my parents meant by ris¬ 
ing above racism, mind 
you). It was the first and 
only physical fight I’ve 
ever engaged in. 

During my days in high 
school when one over¬ 
achieving friend or anoth¬ 
er boasted aspirations of 


being the first black presi¬ 
dent, he or she would in¬ 
evitably be greeted with a 
‘Negro please, that would 
never happen’ from class¬ 
mates. 

These experiences 
helped shape me and my 
perception of my home 
state and country. 

So, when the realization 
set in last night that not 
only will America have its 
first black president, but 
that my home state, the 
former capital of the pro¬ 
slavery Confederacy and a 
place that outlawed inter¬ 
racial marriage as recently 
as 1967, would play a piv¬ 
otal role in the election, 
my racialized cynicism 
softened and 1 began to be¬ 
lieve that it was possible 
for Americans to evolve be¬ 
yond our divided past. 

This happens in the 
same year that Lewis 
Hamilton became the first 
black Formula One cham¬ 
pion, Tiger Woods won his 
14th U.S. Open champi¬ 
onship and the fashion

world opened up its over¬ 
whelmingly white run¬ 
ways to black models. The 
climate of change is palpa¬ 
ble across the world. 

I’m not naive enough to 
believe that Obama will 
perform miracles or that 
his win will mean that 
we’ll all hold hands and 
live as a harmonious unit. 
But 1 do believe we’re that 
much closer to a day when 
we can accept and em¬ 
brace one another’s racial 
differences for what they 
are. And that hope is 
thrilling.

New Hall of Famer Lewis goes back to his roots 


Lennox Lewis has always 
been international. The 
former undisputed heavy¬ 
weight champion spent 
his childhood in England, 
won gold for Canada in 
the 1988 Olympics and 
now lives in Miami. 

Five years after retiring 
from the ring Lewis now 
thinks its time to rebuild 
amateur boxing in the 
place where his roots run 
the deepest. 

Jamaica. 

Since springtime, Lewis, 
who was inducted into the 
Canadian Sports Hall of 
Fame last night, has spent 
three months on the island 


where his parents grew up, 
working with amateur box¬ 
ing officials to rebuild the 
sport’s infrastructure. 

Lewis, 43, hopes to ac¬ 
complish two goals in Ja¬ 
maica. 

First, he hopes to ensure 
that each of the island’s 14 
parishes is represented in 
the national boxing cham¬ 
pionships each year. And 
second, he wants to inspire 
the country’s young people 
the same way sprinters like 
Usain Bolt and Shelly-Ann 
Fraser have. “At one time 
there were (pros like) Mike 
McCallum and Shrimpy 
Clarke, but then there’s 


like a lost generation,” he 
says. “We’ve got the fastest 
man, fastest woman in the 
world. There’s no reason 
why we can’t have the best 
boxer.” 

Lewis will become the 
17th boxer to reach the 
hall, joining Tommy Bums, 
the only other Canadian 
fighter to win the heavy¬ 
weight crown, and Toron¬ 
to’s George Chuvalo, who 
twice went the distance 
with Muhammad Ali. 

He’s one of seven Hall of 
Fame inductees who will be 
honoured. Other inductees 
include the 4x100 metre re¬ 
lay team that won gold at 




the 1996 Olympics and 
longtime Detroit Red 
Wings captain Steve Yzer- 
man. Nine months after 
winning Ol 3 mipic gold, 
Lewis, who spent his ado¬ 
lescence in Kitchener, 
moved back to Eng¬ 
land to turn pro¬ 
fessional. His pro 
career spanned 
14 years, 44 bouts 
and a career¬ 
defining knock- 

Lewis was induct¬ 
ed into the Cana¬ 
dian Sports Hall 
of Fame last 
night. 


out win over Mike Tyson, 
but included only one fight 
in Canada — a fifth-round 
knockout in his sixth pro 
bout. 

After spending so little of 
his pro career here, 
Lewis sees the irony 
in his enshrinment 
in the Canadian hall 
of fame, but says 
the sluggish state 
of Canadian pro 
boxing in the 
late 1980s 
forced him 
back to Eng¬ 
land. In 
that as¬ 
pect 


Lewis likens himself to 
Wayne Gretzky — a nation¬ 
al hero north of the border 
who gained international 
fame only when he con¬ 
quered bigger markets 
abroad. 

“He had to go away. To 
get to where he wanted to 
get to that’s what he had to 
do,” Lewis said. 

“I would have had to go 
to America anyway. I just 
chose England because I 
have roots there ... Even 
though my success stoiy is 
coming from different 
countries it’s everybody’s 
success stoiy.”

In less than a week, Oilers 
legend Glenn Anderson 
will receive an honor 
that’s long overdue. And 
when he is officially wel¬ 
comed into the Hockey 
Hall of Fame, I’d love to 
seem him freak out the 
starched shirts in atten¬ 
dance with a speech as un¬ 
predictable and colorful as 
he was during his memo¬ 
rable career. 

That Anderson was la¬ 
beled a “space cadet” as a 
player because of his un¬ 
conventional nature is 
more of a comment on the 
ultra-authoritative nature 
of those who govern the 
game than it is on the man 
himself. 

In fact, when I spoke to 



Anderson for The Hockey 
News’ Top 60 Since 1967 
book (in which a panel of 
observers ranked him as 
the 55th best player in the 
post-expansion NHL) I 
found him to be person¬ 
able, witty — and most im¬ 
portantly, worldly in a way 
that’s extremely rare 
among any elite-level 
hockey player I’ve ever

dealt with. 

That natural curiosity 
about topics other than 
hockey revealed itself in 
virtually every decision An¬ 
derson made. 

Although he was drafted 
by Edmonton 69th overall 
in 1979, his primary goal 
initially wasn’t to make 
the NHL, but rather, to 
play for his homeland in 
the Olympics and to travel 
as part of the Canadian Na¬ 


tional team. 

That decision didn’t en¬ 
dear him to those hockey 
authorities who believe 
every player should have a 
singular focus on the game 
— at the expense of even 
cursoiy knowledge of the 
world around them — but 
Anderson was comfortable 
enough in his own skin 
that he stuck to his guns. 

Even after all his success 
with the Oilers, Anderson 


maintained his love for the 
international game, to the 
point he negotiated the op¬ 
tion to play in the 1994 
Lillehammer Olympics in¬ 
to his pro contract. The 
NHL ultimately denied 
him the opportunity, but 
couldn’t stop him from us¬ 
ing the game to see the 
world once his days in that 
league were done; he 
would go on to play in Ger¬ 
many, Finland, Italy and 


Switzerland before retiring 
in 1997. 

For all his brilliance scor¬ 
ing key goals in the NHL, 
Anderson didn’t let it de¬ 
fine him as a person. And 
when he sees his plaque 
put up in Toronto, it would 
be perfect to see him un¬ 
derscore his individualism 
one last time.

Condo gardeners

Being a green gardener in 
a condo means more than 
having your plants’ leaves 
the right colour. There are 
many ways to garden in an 
eco-friendly manner, even 
if your garden only con¬ 
sists of containers on the 
balcony or your indoor 
plants. 

Some condo gardeners 
think that the scale of 
their gardening is small 
and that their going green 
would not have a large im¬ 
pact on the environment. 
If you factor in eveiy con¬ 


do garden and their pesti¬ 
cide use alone, for exam¬ 
ple, the impact is indeed a 
large one. 

Anyone who gardens 
knows that insects can 
prove to be more than 
troublesome if not con¬ 
trolled. 

Controlling insect pests 
is another area in garden¬ 
ing that now offers eco- 
friendly approaches to 
many problems that were 
previously dealt with sole¬ 
ly through the use of man¬ 
made chemicals. 

The time-honoured ways 
of controlling insects still 


apply. If the pests are pres¬ 
ent in small numbers, 
picking them off by hand 
or spraying them off with a 
sharp stream of water are 
very good green tech¬ 


niques. Setting out sticky 
traps is another alterna¬ 
tive. 

There are times when 
the invaders are in such 
large numbers that hand 
picking or other non-pesti¬ 
cide methods just won’t 
work. You can try an insec¬ 
ticidal soap but usually in 
cases such as these a good 
choice is Doktor Doom 
Botanies. This pesticide is 
an environmentally friend¬ 
ly product. The Botanies 
spray is pyrethrin based. 
Pyrethrins are natural in¬ 
secticides that are derived 
from Pyrethrum daisies. 
The spray is effective 
against many insects and is 
readily available in all the 
major garden centres. 

Many condo gardeners 
lament the fact they have 
neither room nor the capa¬ 
bility to produce their own 
compost. 

Townhome owners can 
dedicate a corner of their 
yard to a small composter. 
But what about those con¬ 
do owners with only a bal¬ 
cony? Vermicomposting is 
the answer. Just what is 
vermicomposting? 

Red worms are put into a 
plastic bin with moist 
shredded newspaper, peat 
moss, brown leaves or 
straw. Food scraps like ap¬ 
ple cores, vegetable peel¬ 
ings and coffee grounds 
are buried in the bedding. 

The worms eat the 
scraps and produce a great 
compost that can be used 
to enrich the soil of your 
house plants and contain¬ 
ers. 

Vermicomposting is usu¬ 
ally done indoors and is a 
great way for condo 
dwellers to compost. It is 
odourless and can be done 
in something as small as a

But 
don’t limit leeks to soup; 
try them in sauces, stir- 
frys, stews, casseroles, 
braised in butter, brushed 
with olive oil and grilled, 
or in this simple salad. 

Leeks in Basil Vinaigrette 
with Asiago 

This appetizer salad can be 
made about one hour be¬ 
fore serving. Makes 4 serv¬ 
ings. 

INGREDIENTS: 

• 1 tsp (5 ml) Dijon mustard 

• 1 tsp (5 ml) honey 

• 1 tsp (5 mL) dried basil 
leaves 

• 1/2 tsp (2 mL) salt 

• 1/4 tsp (1 mL) pepper 

• 2 tbsp (30 mL) white wine 
vinegar 

• 1/3 cup (75 mL) olive oil 

• 8 medium leeks 

• 1 clove garlic, minced 

• 1 small red pepper, diced 

• Shaved slices Asiago 
cheese 

METHOD: 

In small bowl, whisk mus¬ 
tard, honey, vinegar, salt, 
basil and pepper. Slowly 
whisk in oil until smooth. 
Set aside. 


Cut off root end and 
tough green tops of leeks, 
leaving about 1 inch (2.5 
cm) of pale green. Cut in 
half lengthwise and wash 
well. Place in a wide 
saucepan; add garlic and 
just cover with water. 
Bring to a boil, reduce heat 
and cook until tender- 
crisp, about 2 minutes. 
Drain, chill under cold wa¬ 
ter. Drain well and place in 
shallow dish. Sprinkle red 
pepper over leeks, pour 
vinaigrette over all, gently 
shaking dish to coat. Let 
stand at room temperature 
up to 1 hour. 

To serve, spoon leeks, 
red pepper and vinaigrette 
onto serving plates. Gar¬ 
nish each with Asiago 
cheese. 

Tips: 

• Storing: Trim any bruised 
or damaged leaves. Loosely 
wrap leeks in a plastic bag 
for up to one week in the 
refrigerator. 

• Preparation: Trim off 
roots and any wilted green 
ends; remove outer layer. 
Dirt is often trapped be¬ 
tween the leaves. To clean, 
cut in half lengthwise and 
rinse under cold water.

Farewell to Frank 


NewsAnalysis 



he sudden an¬ 
nouncement last 
week that Frank 
had permanently 
expired hit me like 
the death of a close friend, 
or at least the passing of an 
old family pet. As Canada’s 
only national satirical pub¬ 
lication, Frank magazine 
has been a guilty pleasure 
for news junkies since 
1989. It was at that juncture 
that Michael Bate came on 
board as senior editor, to 
expand what had begun as 
a local Halifax lampoon di¬ 
gest into a full blown mock- 
eiy machine aimed directly 
at the Canadian social elite. 

Frank made no preten¬ 
sion to comfort the afflict¬ 
ed, and they didn’t just af¬ 
flict the comfortable, they 
essentially tore them a new 
one at every opportunity. 
During its 19 years in publi¬ 


cation, it was undoubtedly 
the most powerful media 
outlet on Parliament Hill. 
No one in officialdom ever 
admitted to reading Frank, 
and the damning revela¬ 
tions unearthed in its pages 
were contemptuously dis¬ 
missed by those targetted 
as being yellow journalism, 
half truths, and slanderous 
innuendo. Nevertheless, 
government researchers 
and executive assistants 
were dispatched surrepti¬ 
tiously every second Tues¬ 
day to newsstands. 

The Frank team was only 
staffed by a couple of writ¬ 
ers, but their sources ex¬ 
tended far and wide. Many 
members of the Press 
Galleiy knew they could 
float rumours in Frank, pro¬ 
tect their sources, and then 
use Access to Information 
to acquire the official brief¬ 
ing notes prepared in re¬ 
sponse to the original arti¬ 
cle. The fact that Frank 
served as a conduit for 
whistleblowers inside the 
Public Service, and hence as 
a beacon for mainstream 
media outlets to uncover 
potential scandals was rea¬ 
son enough for the ruling 
elite to fear its existence. 


However, what really made 
the chattering class trem¬ 
ble was the sophomoric 
manner in which Frank pil¬ 
loried them. It was truly 
brilliant, at times gut-bust¬ 
ing humour based on their 
own brand of Frank-speak. 
(For instance, stock phrases 
such as horizontal mambo, 
avid pianist and wind thera¬ 
py to describe specific sexu¬ 
al infidelities). 

Frank survived a number 
of lawsuits, and a couple of 
ownership changes during 
its lifespan, but Michael 
Bate, who sold the publica¬ 
tion in 2003, then took 
control again in 2005 has 
finally decided to call it 
quits. With readership 
down to the current low of 
just 5,000 copies per edi¬ 
tion, Bate said he had no 
choice but to cease publica¬ 
tion. “1 just could not fore¬ 
see us turning the corner 
back into profitability, and 
the financial backers were 
not prepared to invest any 
more money” he said. 

Frank will be both 
mourned and missed.

YOU DON'T SAY: “Ellen De- 
Generes and Joy Behar 
aren't going to swing the 
election,” writes Howard 
Kurtz in the Washington 
Post, to which most of us 
will mutter a silent prayer 
of thanks. “But in an age 
when candidates have to 
sell themselves as person¬ 
alities, not just policymak¬ 
ers, the climate has been 
far more hospitable for 
Obama.” 

Even if you were com¬ 
pletely “in the tank” for 
U.S. president-elect Barack 
Obama — the phrase is the 
prime contribution made 
by the 2008 U.S. election to 
our shared vocabulary — it 
would be hard to deny ei¬ 
ther half of Kurtz’s verdict: 
that “soft news” and enter¬

to fess up and agree. “Ellen 
DeGeneres, David Letter- 
man and panelists on The 


View all confronted Mc- 
Gain,” wrote Kurtz, “while 
Obama has basically joked 
and danced his way 
through such appearances, 
including a Daily Show 
stint last week in which 
Jon Stewart asked him 
about ‘the whole social¬ 
ism/Marxist thing.’ If any¬ 
one doubts there is a liber¬ 
al entertainment establish¬ 
ment, it has been vividly 
on display.” 

Obama ceased to be 
an underdog candidate 


months ago, and now that 
he’s on his way to the 
White House, shouldn’t 
the satirists and “speak 
truth to power” profes¬ 
sionals be recalibrating 
their sights and prepping 
the new target? Well, 
maybe. 

“The media is kind of 
madly in love with Oba¬ 
ma,” Saturday Night Live 
writer James Downey is 
quoted as saying in a Sa- 
lon.com piece, adding that 
he’s “such a smooth char¬ 


acter that he doesn’t give 
you many handles.” Gome- 
dian Will Durst agreed, 
saying, “If 1 try doing race 
jokes about Obama you 
can hear the sphincters 
tighten up faster than lug 
nuts on a ’57 Ford.” 

Some members of the 
“satirical-industrial com¬ 
plex” — as it was dubbed 
by Jon Stewart — might se¬ 
cretly have been hoping 
for a McGain victory, and 
Durst admitted that Sarah 
Palin was regarded as 
“methadone” for comics 
and writers about to be de¬ 
prived of material with the 
end of the Bush presiden¬ 
cy. 

With Tina Fey hanging 
up her red power suit and 
bouffant wig, writes Salon, 
“an Obama era almost cer¬ 
tainly promises to be less 
funny,” a deficit that prob¬ 
ably indicates a lack of will 
as much as material.

The former video 
assistant, who married 
Winehouse in Miami in 
2007, was sentenced to 27 
months in prison in July. 
Lawyers explained at the 
time that he would have to 
serve about half that time, 
and had already been in jail 
for nine months when the 
sentence was passed. 

A record industry source 
said he understood Fielder-

straight into a 
rehabilitation clinic under 
the terms of his release. 
Fielder-Givil’s lawyer told a 
court in July that his client 
was addicted to drugs and 
was determined to recover.
